I. E exact Burden of each Buſh ſhall be 


computed by a Perſon to be nominated and 
appointed by the Truſtees, according to the common 
Rule of Computation, formed upon the Dimenſions 
of Length over Kern and Steven, Breadth in the 
Beam, and Depth in the Hould. EM 

II. EAch Buſh ſhall be a free Britiſh Bottom, 
of Burden not under 3o, nor above 50 Laſts, the 
Freedom to be vouched by the Carpenter's Bill of 
Sale, if Britiſh built, or an authentick Extract of 
the Regiſtration, if a foreign built Ship, made free, 
and the Burden, by Certificate from the Perſon, who 
Drall be nominated and appointed to meaſure, and to 
compute the ſame.
